How is Tliis. Hro. Slivers? 
Eng land, the champion free trade 
country, is plastered all over with 
trusts. 
In this country they have 
succeeded but poorly. 
In fart they 
can hardly be said to have succeeded 
at all, for they have not yet been long 
enoug h established to become fixed, 
and the popular sentim ent ag ainst 
them is so strong that the weaker 
ones are falling to pieces of their own 
accord and string ent leg islation is be­ 
ing evoked ag ainst the more power­ 
ful. 
We do not include in this 
categ ory the Standard Oil Trust, 
which is more exactly a monopoly 
than a trust. 
That is to say, its own­ 
ers control all the natural sources of 
supply, and certainly its control is en­ 
tirely independent of and can not be 
chang ed by any alterations of the 
tariff. 
The g reat wool, cotton, and 
steel m anufacturing interests, which 
are supposed to be especially favored 
by the hig h tariff, have always bitter­ 
ly opposed any plan of a trust, be­ 
lieving that, with reasonable tariff 
protection, competition at home would 
be best for the country at larg e and 
therefore for individual producers.— 
Boston Advertiser. .

The Indian Goes Free. 
A special from Princeton bring s 
the news that the ca^e of the State vs. 
W adena was g iven to the jury at 11:20 j 
a. in., Tuesday, and a verdict of not | 
g uilty was rendered at 3:40 p. m. 
The verdict is a surprise to the people j 
of the county, the preponderence of 
evidence, such as it was, was in favor 
of Wadena. 
Three straig htforw ard, 
intellig ent, honest white men g ave ; 
testimony that was true beyond a 
doubt or cavil, but the testimony of 
four worthless g am blers of the Mille 
Lacs tribe was considered as superior, 
and W adena was discharg ed. 


Sees One Side Only. 
The national debt increased inore 
than seven million dollars during the 
m onth of A ug ust 
We beg in to see 
why the republicans were so anxious 
for hig h tariff. 
That surplus in the 
treasury is vanishing with startling 
rapidity. — Brainerd Journal. 
The alx>ve item in the Journal of 
yesterday shows how eag erly its edi­ 
tor watches for a chance to vent his 
democratic doctrines upon the public, 
and how totally ig norant he actually 
is upon the subject he has tackled. 
Bro. Stivers saw that item in some 
democratic paper and made the above 
editorial mention, but failed to see 
the denial that followed by Secretary 
Windoip, to the effect that the public 
debt was decreased during tbü t tipie 
to the extent of $ 20,910,180 instead of 
increased § 7,000,000, which is q uite a 
difference. 
The conclusion, errone­ 
ous as it was, that the debt had been 
increased, arose from the form of the 
monthly statem ent issued by the de­ 
partment, and Mr. Wiudom explains 
the m atter as follows: 
‘*By this form any increase of the 
cash in the treasury shows an appa­ 
rent decrease of the debt, and dis­ 
bursements for any purj>ost*, other 
than the purchase of bonds at par 
value, show an apparent increase of 
the public debt, eq ual to the amount 
of such disbursements. 
The facts 
during the last two mouths exactly 
corresjiond to this, and thoug h the 
actual reduction of the debt was $ 20,- 
910,180, the ‘debt statem ent’ showed 
an averag e increase of $ 7,094,003. The 
larg ely increased purchases of bonds 
for the sinking fund during the last 
two months over tie* corresponding 
months of last year show an increase 
in the premium paid of $ 2,575,926. 
All these thing * fig urp in the last 
debt statem ent as an increase in the 
public debt, while in reality they 
have nothing to do with it. 
I can 
readily see how an honest misappre­ 
hension may arise from the form of 
the monthly statem ent and therefore 
have taken the trouble to make this 
explanation.’* 
Bro. Stivers could have found this 
statem ent in any of the daily papers, 
but his ideas on the tariff have so 
blinded his vision that he can see but 
one side of national affairs. 
It is pe­ 
culiar with what “s ta ling rapidity” 
that surplus is vanishing . 


A Prominent Figure. 
The Globe 
pays the following 
tribute to the memory of S. S. Cox: 
For more than thirty years Mr. Cox 
had been a prominent fig ure in na­ 
tional affairs, and yet during that en­ 
tire time the breath of scandal never 
touched his fair name. 
God never 
made a more honest man, nor one 
more unselfish. 
He was the friend 
of humanity, and he was one of the 
few men who attain public station to 
adorn it with their g enerous deeds. 
Althoug h one of the most brilliant 
orators in cong ress, and a man ol 
superior culture and acq uirements, 
Mr. Cox did not seek to win fame for 
himself by his oratory or by an ex­ 
hibition of his learning . He preferred 
to devote his time and his talents to 
thing s that would be of public utility 
and have a permanent vaiue. Among 
the many proud monuments of his 
public life that he has left behind 
him, there will be none to reflect 
more luster on his memory than the 
life-saving service, of which he was 
the orig inator 
aud the consistent 
champion. 
He was authority on all 
census matters, and any sug g estion 
that he made in reg ard to the pre­ 
paration of a census bill was accepted 
by cong ress without any sort of q ues­ 
tion. 
He believed ardently in the 
expansive principle of the republic, 
and was always numl>ered among the 
foremost advocates of the admission 
of new states. 
By his individual ef­ 
fort, more than all other influences, 
the four new stars from the N orth­ 
west were added to the nationalA>au- 
ner. 
This was the last and crowning 
achievement of his long and useful 
public life. 
He was looking forward 
to his term in the next cong ress as 
affording him # an opportunity to se­ 
cure more liberal appropriations for 
the improvement of the national park 
in the Yellowstsone basin. 
He had 
been one of the earliest advocates of 
setting apart this territory for park 
purposes, and always g ave a warm 
support to every measure that provid­ 
ed for its improvement. 
D uring the 
recent summer he passed throug h this 
city on an extended visit to the park 
and to the reg ion beyond, and went 
back home bubbling with enthusiasm 
over the g lories of the g reat N orth­ 
west. 
B ut death has intervened to 
take our friend from us. 
His eloq u­ 
ent lips are closed, and the warmest 
heart that ever beat in the breast of 
mortal is stilled forever.

Sh e sh ould h ave an a rra y of 
glass stopped b ottles containing al­ 
coh ol, alum , cam ph or, borax, am ­ 
m onia and glycerine or vaseline. 
A 
little cam ph or and w ater m ay be 
used as a w ash for th e m outh and 
th roa t if th e b reath is not sweet. 
Powdered alum applied to a fever 
sore will prevent it from becom ing 
very unsigh tly jand noticeable. Insect 
stings or eruptions on th e skin are 
rem oved by alcoh ol. 
A few grains 
of alum in tepid w ater will relieve 
people wh ose h ands perspire very 
freely, rendering th em unpleasantly 
m oist. 
A few drops of sulph uric acid 
in th e w ater are also beneficial for 
th is purpose, and are also desirable 
for t h ose wh ose feet alw ay s iecoin- 
mend care in th e use of scented soap; 
in m any cases th e perfume is sim ply 
a disguise for poor quality . A good 
glycerine or h oney soap is alw ay s 
preferable. Of course, one m ay rely 
on scented soap from a h igh -class 
m anufacturer, but it costs m ore th a n 
it is w orth . In addition, wh ite castile 
sh ould be kept for w ash ing th e h air. 
O ccasionally , a little b orax or am ­ 
m onia m ay be used for th is purpose, 
blit it is usually too h arsh in its ef­ 
fects.

Th ere ace, of course plenty of crim i­ 
nals in G erm any as elsewh ere, w h o 
th ink noth ing of h aving to app ear 
in n police or law*court som e score of 
tim es per annum , b ut even after m ak­ 
ing due allow ances for th e h abitual 
crim inal, th e above sta te of th ings 
is by no m eans satisfactory .

In this country they have 
succeeded blit poorly. 
In foot they 
can hardly be said to have succeeded 
at all, for they have not yet been long 
enough established to become fixed, 
and the popular sentiment against 
them is so strong that the weaker 
ones are falling to pieces of their own 
accord and stringent legislation is be­ 
ing evoked against the more power­ 
ful. 
We do not include in this 
category the Standard Oil Trust, 
which is more exactly a monopoly 
than a trust. 
That is to say, its own­ 
ers control all the natural sources of 
supply, and certainly its control is en­ 
tirely independent of and can not be 
changed by any alterations of the 
tariff. 
The great wool, cotton, and 
steel manufacturing interests, which 
are supposed to be especially favored 
by the high tariff, have always bitter­ 
ly opposed any plan of a trust, be­ 
lieving th a t with reasonable tariff 
protection, competition at home would 
be best for the count ry at large and 
therefore for individual producers.— 
Boston Advertiser. .

A special from Princeton brings 
the news that the case of the State vs. 
Wadena was given to the jury at l l :20 
a. in.. Tuesday, and a verdict of not 
guilty was rendered at 3:4(1 p. rn. 
The verdict is a surprise to the people 
of the county, the preponderance of 
evidence, such as it was, was in favor 
of Wadena. 
Three straightforward, 
intelligent, honest whit© men gave 
testimony that was true l>eyond a 
doubt or cavil, but the testimony of 
four worthless gamblers of the Mille 
Lacs tribe was considered as superior, 
and Wadena was discharged. 


Sees One Side Only* 
The national debt increased more 
than seven million dollars during the 
month of August. 
W e begin to see 
why the republicans were so anxious 
for high tariff. 
That surplus in the 
treasury is vanishing with startling 
rapidity. 
Brainerd Journal. 
The above item in the Journal of 
yesterday shows how eagerly its edi­ 
tor watches for a chance to vent his 
democratic doctrines upon the public, 
and how totally ignorant he actually 
is upon the subject he has tackled. 
Bro. Stivers saw that item in somo 
democratic pnjier and made the above 
editorial mention, but failed to see 
the denial that followed by Secretary 
W indow, to the effect that the public 
debt was decreased during that time 
to the extent of $20,910,180 instead of 
increased $7,000,000, which is quite a 
difference. 
The conclusion, errone­ 
ous as it was, that the debt had been 
increased, arose from the form of the 
monthly statement issued by the de­ 
partment, and Mr. Windom explains 
the matter as follows: 
‘“By this form any increase of the 
cash in the treasury shows an appa­ 
rent decrease of the debt, and dis­ 
bursements for any purpose, other 
than the purchase of bonds at par 
value, show an apparent increase of 
the public debt, equal to the amount 
of such disbursements. 
The facts 
during the last two months exactly 
corresjxmd to this, and though the 
actual reduction of the debt was $20,- 
910,1 HO, the ‘debt statement’ showed 
an average increase of $7,094,003. The 
largely increased purchases of bonds 
for the sinking fund during the last 
two months over tie* corresponding 
months of last year show an increase 
in the premium paid of $2,575,926. 
All these thing* tigurp in the last 
debt statement os an increase In the 
public debt, while in reality they 
have nothing to do with it. 
I can 
readily see how an honest misappre­ 
hension may arise from the form of 
the monthly statement and therefore 
have taken the trouble to make this 
explanation." 
Bro. Stivers could have found this 
statement in any of the daily papers, 
hut his ideas on the tariff have so 
blinded his vision that he can see bill­ 
on© side of national affairs. 
It is pe­ 
culiar with what “sta llin g rapidity” 
that surplus is vanishing. 


A Prominent Figure. 
The Globe 
pays 
the following 
tribute to the memory of S. S. Cox: 
For more than thirty years Mr. Cox 
had been a prominent figure in na­ 
tional affairs, and yet during that en­ 
tire time the breath of scandal never 
touched his fair name. 
God never 
made a more honest man, nor one 
more unselfish. 
He was the friend 
of humanity, and he was one of the 
few men who attain public station to 
adorn it with their generous deeds. 
Although one of the most brilliant 
orators in congress, and a man ol. 
superior culture aud acquirements, 
Mr. Cox did not seek to win fame for 
him self by his oratory or by an ex­ 
hibition of his learning. He preferred 
to devote* his time and his talents to 
things that would bo of public utility 
aud have a permanent value. Among 
the many proud monuments of his 
public life that he has left behind 
him, there will be none to reflect 
more luster on his memory than the 
life-saving service, of which he was 
the originator 
and the consistent 
champion. 
He was authority on all 
census matters, aud any suggestion 
that he made in regard to the pre­ 
paration of a census bill was accepted 
by congress without any sort of ques­ 
tion. 
He believed ardently in the 
expansive principle of the republic, 
and was always numbered among the 
foremost advocates of the admission 
of new states. 
By his individual ef­ 
fort, more than all other influences, 
the four new stars from the North­ 
west were added to tho national^ian- 
ner. 
This was the last and crowning 
achievement of his long and useful 
public life. 
He was looking forward 
to his term in the next congress as 
affording bim .an opportunity to se­ 
cure more liberal appropriations for 
the improvement of the national park 
in the Y ellow stone basin. 
H e had 
been one of the earliest advocates of 
setting apart this territory for park 
purjioses, and always gave a warm 
support to every measure that provid­ 
ed for its improvement. 
D uring the 
recent summer he passed through this 
city on an extended visit to the park 
and to the region beyond, aud went 
back home bubbling with enthusiasm 
over the glories of the great North­ 
west. 
But death has intervened to 
take our friend from us. 
H is eloqu­ 
ent lips are closed, and the wannest 
heart that ever beat in the breast of 
mortal is stilled forever.

W est was a prom inent citizen,

Cu­ 
riosity a bout the m otive for W ests m urder 
was aroused, und rum ors of a statem ent 
th a t Turner had m ade jq st be’ore lie was 
stru n g up Us am** so num efou# th a t the 
gram) jury. then in session took cognizance 
of them und begun investigation 
One of the 
lynchers, John West, a cousin of the m ur­ 
dered m an, wns sum m oned, aud /luring his 
exam ination broke down and m ade tile fol­ 
lowing rem arkable 
confession. 
“Charles 
West was politically obnoxious to a num ber 
of persons of F ay ette county, aud they deter 
mined to have him removed.

A hurricane, or “revolving storm,’’ as sailors 
call it on account of its marked rotary character, 
is a srreat whirlwind, with winds of terrific vio­ 
lence neai the center of tbe v hiri. Tbe actual 
velocity of the wind In a hnrrioaua Is, no doubt, 
very often as great as 150 miles an bour. Now, 
the motion of the whole storm atone its track 
may be onlv fifteen or twenty robes an hoar. 
The tremendous waves that are started by these 
violent wind? easily outrun toe storm, ana are 
felt at great 
distances 
from 
it on every 
side. 
Moreover, the 
inrushing and whirl­ 
ing 
winds, 
together 
with 
the 
reduced 
barometric pressure at the storm center -.cling 
as a partial vacuum) caused a general eievat iou 
of the surface of the se*, so that its Ie,.-I r,t the 
center is actually higher than at points beyond 
the storm area 
This is called tho storm wave, 
and it is this that causes the terrible floods that 
often occur when a hurricane reaches the land. 
The heavy surf that has been reported is there­ 
fore explained by the fact that a severe hurri­ 
cane has been traveling up the coast from tho 
West Indies, and was probably central off Hat­ 
teras Sunday morning.

They 
are sm art enough to know th a t if 
they work and raise crops their ra­ 
tions will be cut down. 80 they re­ 
main utterly dependent. Their quick­ 
witted children go the school a t the 
agency and learn to read and write 
within a year. T h at is all the good 
it does them. Im itation is one of 
Hie strong characteristics 
of the 
Cheyenne. But it will not prom pt 
turn to work for a living as long as 
lie doesn't have to. An Admirable 
Cheyenne tra it is affection for chil­ 
dren. The greatest drawback the 
teachers of the Indian school encoun­ 
ter results from this trait. Indian 
mothers will hang about the school­ 
house and coax their little ones away 
because they cannot bear the separa­ 
tion. If the Cheyenes were put upon 
agricultural land am ong or beside 
white farmers; if they were given 
tools and stock; if their rations were 
gradually but steadily reduced, they 
would become self-supporting. In­ 
telligence and the im itative faculty 
w ould co-operate with necessity and 
the result of self-support would lie 
obtained. 
But th a t kind of an In­ 
dian policy is a long way in the fu­ 
ture, seemingly. Indian contracts, 
Indian philanthropic of the m istak­ 
en character, Indian bureau patron­ 
age, and Indian indolence will all 
help to postpone the solution.—

I charge the dropper 
and touch with a drop the crown of 
each weed to be destroyed. The ef­ 
fect is magic*!. In two or three days 
the weed has entirely rotted away. 
Thousands of weeds can l*e 0|ierated 
on ilia very short space of tim e.” 
If the grape vine has lieen proper- 
ly pruned in the spring, a free, un­ 
checked grow th until tile fruit is rip­ 
ened and the leaves fall will do no 
injury. The idea th at the grajies 
ri|M*n lietter by trim m ing off the 
leaves to let in the air is a great mis­ 
take. 
If the 
leaves immediately 
around the bunch are cut off, the 
fruit w ill scarcely ripen at all.

the pruning admissible is in midsum­ 
mer to pinch the e n d s of the longest 
shoots, causing them to grow more 
stocky ami to ripen faster. 
If the 
pinching of t he shoots is liegun be­ 
fore midsummer, it w ill cause a large 
grow th of side shoots, and sta rt tile 
buds at the base of the leaves, from 
which the next year’s shoots with 
their load of fruit are to be grown.

A Nat iou Of Criminals. 


Professor von Liszt, of Merlinrg, a 
well known German lawyer, has re­ 
cently published some statistics con­ 
cerning the moulter of persons w ho 
have been legally punished under the 
laws of Germany during the years 
from 1882 to 18S7. According to 
tin* lawyer’s figures about ten mil­ 
lion persons were imprisoned or 
fined diiringtliese six years. Assum­ 
ing th a t the average duration of 
human life is 33 years, it follows 
th a t in th a t period of time 50 mil­ 
lion criminals, o^ rather more than 
the entire population of tile German 
Empire, felt the iron hand of the law 
resting in chastisem ent upon them. 
There are, of course plenty of crimi­ 
nals in Germany us elsewhere, w ho 
think nothing of having to appear 
in a police or law court some score of 
times per annum, but even after m ak­ 
ing due allowances for the habitual 
criminal, the above state of things 
is by no means satisfactory. The 
Germania, 
whity admitting- 
this, 
adds with characteristic piquancy, 
“ But a condemned man may bp q 
very honest man, and indeed it hap­ 
pens occasionally th a t lie is even 
more honest than the judge who 
condemns him. There is also a pos­ 
sibility th a t the large number of 
criminals is due to the wording of 
our penal code. MTho*can deny th a t 
there is much room for improvement 
in th a t document?”
